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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the passage, the last paragraph of page 6 to the 
first paragraph of page 7, which applicants point to in the present specification does not adequately describe the presently claimed 
invention as defined in claim 41. There is no positive recitation of passing the ethylene throught a mixing and dissolving zone followed by 
completely dissolving the ethylene in the reaction medium. In fact, in the second paragraph of page 6 of the present specification, only 
chlorine is refered to as being passed through a mixing and dissolving zone. Thus, it is uncertain that applicants had possesion of the 
presently claimed invention at the time of filing.. 
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
